The  most  urgent  aspects  of  translation  work  today  are  Bible  revisions, 
so  that  the  Scriptures  may  be  printed  in  a  script  and  language  man  can 
readily  understand,  and  the  completion  of  Bibles  in  languages  in  which 
only  part  of  the  Scriptures  has  been  published.  The  Translations  Depart- 
ment of  the  British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society  is  currently  supervising 
translations  in  over  300  languages  and  in  90  of  these  the  complete  Bible 
is    involved. 

In  the  light  of  increases  of  population  and  literacy  present  distribution 
of  Scriptures  throughout  the  world  is  far  too  small.  Circulation  must  be 
greatly    increased,   doubled    if   possible.
